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foreign missions and their own 
presbytery. We ought to pray 
especially for evangelists and soul 
winners, since they are sure to be 
tempted above other men. Oh, my 
reader, we sin against God if we 
do not wall about every true soul 
winning prophet of God with our 
prayers until Satan cannot bring 
about their ruin. 

Brother P. B. Chenault was pres- 
ident of the Christian Fundamen- 
tals organization of the state of 
Iowa. He led the great Walnut 
Street Baptist Church out of the 
unequal yoke with the modernists 
and unbelievers of the Northen 
Baptist Convention. He was an un- 
compromising Bible preacher, a 
true soul winner, a tender, innocent 
and fervent child of God. Satan 
planned his death. For purposes of 
His own infinite wisdom God per- 
mitted it. But let P. B. Chenault’s 
tragic death, caused by Satan and 
brough about by the use of two 
drunken tools be a solemn warn- 


ing. To every Christian there is 
only one safety and that is in un- 
ceasing prayer. Christians, pray 


for yourselves and pray for all the 
men of God. 

If Satan can lead a man wrong 
in doctrine or lead him wrong in 
life or break down his health or 
slander his character or bring him 
he will do so. Sa- 
tan hates God’s preachers! But,

thank God, “The angel of the Lord 
encampeth around about them that
